A protest that reconstruc- 
tion of the Church Rd.

Best They Can Offer 

Repair work on the 66-year-old 
bridge already is underway. 

The protest, receiving support 
from members of the Ardmore 
Merchants' Association, the Main 
Line Chamber of Commerce, the 
Community Health and Civic 
Association, and the Narberth 
Business Council, will be forward- 
ed to the Pennsylvania Utilities 
Commission in Harrisburg. Other 
merchants are protesting the 
proposed repair of the Rokland 
Ave. bridge in Merion and the 
Narberth Ave. bridge in Narberth. 
Walter E. Rosengarten, Lower 
Merion Township engineer, sajtl 
this week that his office already 
had recommended to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Planning Division 
a wider bridge at Church Rd. and 
had submitted plans for the 
structure. 

"However," Rosengarten said, 
'"railroad officials replied that 
they realized the need for a new 
bridge but that the repair work 
was the best they could offer at 
the present time." 

Children Endangered 
Main Line /business men fear 
that if extensive repairs are made 
now it will be difficult to persuade 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
scrap the ancient structure later 
and substitute a new bridge that 
will meet all traffic needs. 

A wider bridge, the merchants 
feel, is required to provide safe 
passage for Lower Merion High 
School children and to handle the 
ever increasing Ardmore business 
traffic. 

Michael J. Boucher, secretary of 
the Ardmore Merchants' Associa- 
tion, declared Wednesday: 

"After a survey of merchant 
opinion in Ardmore, it is evident 
that something must be done 
about the Church Rd, bridge, 
which has proved dangerous and 
inadequate for the increasing 
traffic load from the Eastern end 
of Ardmore and from Wynne- 
wood.

Husband Ordered 
To Pay Wife $125 



Charles W. Strong, 48-year-old 
Philadelphia manufacturer, of 
1301 Montgomery Ave., Wynne- 
wood, was ordered to pay his wife, 
Martha, 51, $125 a month for sup- 
port and maintenance by Judge 
Harold G. Knight in Norristown 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Strong told Judge Knight 
last week that her husband, who 
"had a girl friend in Ardmore all 
during the Summer of 1943," 
kicked "me unmercifully and used 
such awful language that other 
tenants in the building objected 
to it." 

Married in 1918 
The Strongs were married in 
1918 and last May Mrs. Strong 
lodged information against her 
husband, a war time manufac- 
ture^ - , alleging non-support. 

At a hearing it was tetifled 
that Strong is a mechanical engi- 
neer earning between $2,000 and 
$10,000 a year. During the war 
he .operated a factory and "made 
a large sum of money". 

"Violent Quarrels" 
The court found that "violent 
quarrels seem to have been the 
normal way of life for this cou- 
ple, and we can well believe that 
the defendant inflicted physical 
abuse upon his wife." 
. Strong, it is pointed out owns 
a factory worth about $75,000, 
and rents part of it for $270 a 
month. He has $7,500 invested 
in an apartment building and has 
about $6,000 in cash. 

Under these circumstances the 
court felt $125 would be adequate 
for the suppaft of Mrs. Strong.

When Suburban Square's Aram 
Jerrehian came to this country 
from Armenia in 1904 at the age 
of 15, he wanted to become a 
lawyer. 

Circumstances, however, pre- 
vented his going beyond gradua- 
tion from Central High School, 
arid he went into the business of 
selling rugs, his family's tradi- 
tional occupation in the old coun- 
try — a business which was to grow 
from a $77 investment to one of 
the largest rug businesses in 
Philadelphia. 

Nets Less Than $100 

During his first year of business 
at 1609 Sansom St., Philadelphia, 
he netted less than $100 — today 
the volume of his store runs to 
5000 rugs, which range from ordl- 
, nary weaves to $25,000 antique 
Orientals. 

During this growth of his busi- 
ness, Aram helped educate his 
brothers, John and Garabed, .both 
qfcwhom are now in the rug busi- 



panded their facilities and moved 
to 373 Walnut St.. where they 
have 30,000 square feet of space. 
During the years they have added 
to their services, and now they 
clean and repair rugs in a large 
plant with drying rooms, electrical 
cleaning apparatus and fireproof 
work and storerooms. 

Came Here in 1934 

As a new location for expansion, 
Jerrehian Brothers chose Subur- 
ban Square, Ardmore, in 1934, go- 
ing in with the idea of the 
Square's architect, Frederick W. 
Dreher, who conceived the idea of 
a convenient deversified shopping 
center. They have' been at 61 St. 
James Place ever since. 

With 40 years of successful

Haverford Woman 
Back From France 



Mrs. Martha Melchoir, of 240 
West Montgomery Street, Haver- 
ford, teacher of French at the 
Baldwin School, Bryn Mawr, since 
1935, has just returned home after 
working for more than a year with 
the American Friends Service 
Committee in France. 

Stationed in Marseille, her first 
job for the Quakers was to search 
for missing persons. This job was 
later taken over by UNRRA, and 
Mrs. Melchoir began working with 
the Quakers' child-feeding pro- 
gram. Her special work was with 
pre-tubucular children, who were 
given a package of supplementary 
food once a week. About 200 chil- 
dren came in every week. 

Mrs. Melchoir also visited more 
than 60 families each week In the 
"home calling" program, which 
the Quakers inaugurated to give 
supplementary food and cloth- 
ing to children within their own 
family group. 

Once a week she visited Mar- 
seille prisons, where the Service 
Committee furnished food' pack- 
ages to men and women who did 
not receive packages from other 
sources. All' prisoners under 18 
were given supplementary food if 
they needed it. 

Mrs. Melchoir said France's No. 
1 health problem is tuberculosis. 
The death rate for tuberculosis 
went up in 1941, 1942 and 1943 — 
those who ordinarily would not 
have died until some years later 
could no stand the strain of, the 
invasion. 

When the Marseille group stop- 
ped their child feeding this Sum- 
mer, they were able to leave food 
stocks which will last 2 or 3 
months. The French families will 
distribute the food themselves. 



The Martini Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church has decided not to 
appeal to the courts to overrule a;

Widener stated that the Bor- 
ough's personal property assess- 
ment totaled $3,113,640, which 
was exceeded only by assessment 
figures for Norristown, Jenkin- 
town, Pottstown, and Bryn Athyn.

On July 20. Euler claimed, the 
sheriff of Montgomery County 
told him he had not evicted the 
family because they had no place 
to go and because Daubert's 
daughter is the wife of a service 
man. 

Five days later, Daubert charg- 
ed at Euler's hearing Friday, 
Euler turned off the gas. The 
electricity, also, said Daubert, ha» 
been turned off at intervals. 

Euler blamed "the whole thing" 
on the sheriff. . 

"After this is all over," he said, 
"I will take legal action against 
the sheriff. If he had done his 
legal duty and evicted Robin Dau- 
bert and his family, none of this 
would have happened. 

"I have nothing against the 
Daubert family. I don't like the 
idea of evicting people. But I have 
put a great deal of money into my 
store. So far I have done nothing 
but lose money on this deal, 

"I can't get help to stay in 
while i am out on calls. My wife 
and I have two small children, 
and we are expecting a third. If 
we could live in the apartment 
over the store, my wife could help 
out until I could get someone else 
to assist me. As it is now, that 
is impossible." 

Euler said he had found several 
ho.uses into which Daubert could 
have moved but that Daubert had 
not followed up his leads. Dau- 
bert denied this, saying that the 
houses had been sold. 

According to Colonel Earl Hep- 
burn, Daubert's attorney, a court 
order to stay all proceedings in 
the case was granted on July 20 
postponing further hearings until 
September 9. 

Daubert, a Pennsylvania Rail- 
road engineer, lives in 'the apart- 
ment with his wife, their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Jacob Heifer, wife of a 
U. S. Marine, and her three chil- 
dren, Jacob. ' Jr., 26 months; 
Pauline; 15 months; and Darlene, 
one month. 

Darlene was born in Riverview 
Hospital, Norristown, on July 25, 
the day Euler reportedly turned 
off the gas. 

Since then, it was testified, all 
cooking for the children has been 
done over electric hotplates when 
the electricity is on. The adults 
take turns eating out. Water for 
bathing and drinking must be 
bought from neighbors because of 
a broken water pipe which Euler 
said could not be repaired. At the 
times the electricity is turned off, 
the milk and other foods in the 
refrigerator spoil, Daubert said. 

The warrant sworn out by 
Daubert for Euler's arrest charg- 
ed Euler with "maliciously inter- 
fering with devices on pipes dis- 
tributing gas furnished by the 
Philadelphia Electric Co., to the 
affiant, contrary to the Act of 
June 24, 1939", which, in effect, 
allows no one to close or interfere 
with gas lines. 

After the ' hearing which was 
held in Narberth Hall befoi-e Jus- 
tice of the Peace Otto Duer, Col. 
Hepburn revealed he was trying 
to get a court order to have the 
gas and water turned on before 
Euler's court trial.

The protest concerned plans of 
Martini Lutheran Church, now in 
West Philadelphia near the coun- 
ty line, to move over into Over- 
brook Hills. Residents of Over- 
brook Hills objected because they 
feared the church would "spoil 
the peace and quiet of the com- 
munity." 

In past decades religious de- 
nominations given to boisterous 
revival services did sometimes 
annoy staid neighbors. The amaz- 
ing thing about the Lower Mer- 
lon protests is that it is made 
against one of the most formal 
and sedate of all religious faiths 
—a congregation of the Missouri 
Lutheran Synod. 

There are only a few congre- 
gations of the Missouri Lutherans 
in Pennsylvania, and only one in 
Montgomery County, this being in 
Cheltenham Village; This branch 
of Lutheranism represents the 
extreme of orthodoxy and was 
established about a century ago 
by German immigrants in Mis- 
souri. It churches and clergy re- 
fuse to affiliate with other Luth- 
erans, and even in war relief 
measures they were reluctant to 
come into contact with Lutherans 
not of their own select circle. 

However, there is no reason to 
suppose that the other Lutherans 
had anything to do with the 
Lower Merion protest. They have 
made many overtures toward co- 
operation, only to be rebuffed. 
Bryn Athyn Protest 
Perhaps the nearest approach 
to a protest before an official 
body against a religious denomi- 
nation in this county cropped out 
in connection with the applica- 
tion made to court in 1916 for in- 
corporation of Bryn Athyn as a 
borough. It was objected that 
Bryni Athyn's residents were 
nearly all members of the Swe- 
denbotgian Church, whose ca- 
thedral is the chief land- 
mark in that place, and that cer- 
tain of the denomination's doc- 
trines savored of free love. After 
a series of hearings the court .de- 
clared there was nothing offen- 
sive to morals in the doctrines 
and Bryn Athyn then became a 

borough. 

When Baptists set about organ- 
izing their first congregation in 
Norristown. in 1832, they encoun- 
tered much furtive opposition. 
This originated mainly because 
Baptists refuse to recognize the 
baptisms of infants. by other de- 
nominations. 

After a series of services and 
baptisms in the river, announce- 
ment was made that institution 
of the new denomination would 
lake place in the Court House on 
Wednesday, December 12, lBd-i. 
In early days religious services 
were frequently held in the Court 
House by traveling preachers, ana 
the Baptists had' conducted some 
services there. „ V i-^ 

But when the people assembled 
fo the institution, the doors of 
tne building were locked, ami no 
one could be found who ' would 
open them. Thereupon the service 
was held "outside. Rev. William T/ 
Brantly, of Philadelphia, standing 
on the Court House steps to de- 



liver his sermon. This was the 
first Court House, standing South 
of Penn Street, in which is now 
the Public Square. 

Subsequently so many letters, 
pro and con, poured into the Her- 
ald office that the editor refused 
to print them, with the sole ex- 
ception of one from Mr. Brantly. 
He wrote: 

"The undersigned takes this op- 
portunity on behalf of himself 
and his brethren, to express a 
proper sense of the course pursued 
by those individuals who rendered 
it necessary that the exercises of 
divine worship should have an un- 
common prominence." 

"Old Time Religion" 
Soon thereafter, while the 
church for the Baptists was under 
construction, the congregation 
held revival meetings in Norris- 
town Academy, on Airy Street, 
where DeKalb Street now is. The 
oieacher was Rev. Leonard 
Flecher, of Great Valley Baptist 
Church, a vigorous exponent of 
old-time religion. One night while 
he was discussing the Day of 
Judgment in vivid fashion that 
held his hearers spellbound, a ter- 
rific explosion startled the assem- 
blage. The service halted and the 
people rushed out of the Academy. 
Investigation revealed that a keg 
of powder had been exploded 
nearby. 

Incidents of a similar kind were 
repeated. In April, 1834, Burgess 
William Powell inserted an adver- 
tisement in the newspaper read- 
ing: 

"A resolution of Borough Coun- 
cil offers $30 reward to the in- 
formation upon conviction of the 
person or persons concerned in 
placing near the door of the Bap 
tist Church on Saturday night, 
the 20th ult., the carcass of a 
dead horse. It is expected that 
every person friendly to good 
order, decency and the law will be 
vigilant in their endeavors .in as- 
sisting the proper officers in fer- 
reting out the authors of this 
scandalous transaction." 

A revival meeting was in pro- 
gress in the church at the time, 
and at the close on going home 
from the lighted building into the 
dark street men and women fell 
pellmell over the dead horse, 
causing much confusion- So far 
as is now known, no one claimed 
the reward.

Children Who Show 
Off Before Adults 
Need Playmates

"Dear Dr. Myers: Yours is 
such down-to-earth practical psy- 
chology, that I am coming to you 
for advice. We have two boys, six 
and three. The older one is in 
school for the first time. We live 
about a mile from a very small 
mountain village, with no near 
neighbors, and Larry hajs never in 
his life had a playmate, except 
his younger brother. 

"We get along here fine by our- 
selves but whenever we've had 
company, Larry's exhibitionism 
is a horror to behold. I'vo kept 
him in check - by spanking him, or, 
since reading your column, setting 
him on a stool, off by himself. 
Problem at School 
"It works fine for that one time, 
but doesn't dampen his ardor in 
the least for another show an- 
other time. Now I find that at 
school, he is a very real problem 
to his teacher. He has an audi- 
ence to perform for and the old- 
er ones I gather, consider him a 
three-ring circus. I learned just 
today of a spanking he got at 
school several days, ago for being 
especially naughty. He wouldn't 
tell me what he had done, when 
I asked him, saying he 'forgot.' 

"I don't know how to cope with 
the situation. He knows how 1 
dislike his actions, that other 
people don't like them either: but 
children laugh and that's all he 
needs to start strutting his stuff. 
A self-addressed envelope is en- 
closed." 

In answering this mother, I en- 
closed a selected list of books and 
pamphlets designed to help par- 
ents bring up their children, and 
my bulletin, "Jealousy." 

Although some punishment of 
that chap will be necessary at 
times, your main problem is re- 
mote from punishment. Any other 
child of six who had never had a 
playmate other than a brother, 
three, could be expected to act be- 
fore company and at school about 
as he does. No three-year-old can 
be a desirable sole playmate of a 
six-year-old. 

Always his little brother has 
marveled at the exploits of his 
big brother. The schoolmates don't 
respond as little brother does but 
consider him queer and funny, he 
supposing this their mode of ap- 
proval. Before company, this lad 
wants to be sure he gets more at- 
tention than his little brother. It 
may help him if when there are 
guests he can help serve refresh- 
ments or take their wraps. 

Please don't urge him to tell 
you when and why he has been 
punished at school. Let him save 
his face. Just let him know you 
are sorry he needed punishment. 
Hard as it may be for you, find 
a way to get him with playmates 
of his age. Go with him to visit 
in a home with such and invite 
one at a time to your home, say

In addition to \2 clinics already 
authorized, the Veterans' admin- 
istration has directed the estab- 
lishment of as many such clinics 
as necessary in the 70 regional 
offices for the treatment of men- 
tal illnesses among war veterans. 
|S ." According to the announcement, 

the need for treatment of these 
emotional and nervous diseases is 
■V-. evident and experience in civilian 
practice both before and during 
the war indicates that a majority 
of such cases can be treated in 
clinics without hospitalization. 

In the mental hygiene program, 
emphasis will be placed on group 
therapy which is the simultane- 
ous treatment of a number of vet- 
erans suffering from similar men- 
tal or emotional distrubances. The 
neuropsychiatrist, clinical psy- 
chologist and social worker will 
co-operate as a team in these cli- 
nics in treating the patient. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. Can my daughter, who is en- 
gaged to a young fellow overseas, 
book passage on a boat and be 
married to him while he is still 
in service In Germany? — S. P., 
Havre de Grace, Md. 

A. The war department says the 
procedure is for the girl to write 
the boy telling him to get per- 
mission from the commanding 
general, European theatre, for en- 
trance of the girl into the area for 
the purpose of his marriage. 
When he receives this letter of 
permission he should mail it to 
the girl. She will then take the 
letter along with passport appli- 
cation to the state .department 
and apply for passport and visa 
to get overseas. She then must ar- 
range for her passage and pay her 
own way. 

Q. My husband was in the army 
three years, from 1905 to 1908, and 
was in the Ute Indian campaign. 
'Would he be entitled to a . pen- 
sion? He is not disabled ' from 
military service. — Mrs. R. F. J., 
Mahtowa, Minn. 

A. There is provision for both 
disability and death pensions for 
Indian wars. I am not sure, how- 
ever, whether these provisions ap- 
ply to the period 1905 to 1908. 
They apparently apply to earlier 
Indian wars. However, to be sure, 
you should take it up with your 
nearest Veterans' administration 
office. 

Q. I am a World War II veteran 
and would like to start farming. I 
kept hearing over the radio that I 
could get a loan from the banks 
under the G. I. bill of rights. Well. 
I went to the bank and they said 
I had to have capital to get a loan 
but how can I have that when I 
served three years in the army? 
Is there any chance of me get- 
ting a loan to that I could start 
farming?— R. L. K., Winslow, 111. 
A. Provisions of this law are 
that the Veterans' administration 
will approve a loan up to $4,000 
for an eligible veteran, if the lend- 
ing institution will make the loan. 
The bank or other lender is the 
Judge of whether or not the vet- 
eran is a good risk and is likely 
to succeed at his venture. 

Q. My son was discharged from 
the army in February, 1946. He 
was overseas 25 months and while 
in the army he had to work so 
hard he could not rest at night 
and would wander around in his 
sleep. Since he is at home the 
same- thing happens when he 
works hard. He wasn't this way 
until he went into the army- 
Would it be possible that he is 
eligible for a disability pay?— Mrs. 
J. L. E., Hickory Flat, Miss. 

A. It might be possible. The only 
way to find out is for your son to 
apply to your nearest office of the 
Veterans' administration and ask 
for an examination and disability 
rating. 

Q. My son was killed in action 
in World War II His insurance 
was made to his mother. We are 
divorced. I am 55 years old and 
not able to work. Can I draw a 
dependent parent's pension. If so, 
how much and where shall I ap- 
ply? — D. V. M., Ferguson, W. Va. 
A. Yes, although divorced, as a 
dependent father you should be 
entitled to' $25 per month. Make 
application to the Veterans' ad- 
ministration office at Hunting- 
ton. 

Q. My husband is a veteran of 
World War I, serving overseas 11 
months. He has a 50 per cent per- 
il: manent disability given in 1930. 
This disability becomes worse. Is 
he eligible for pension? If so, 
where can he get help? — Mrs. M. 
L., Fort Payne, Ala. 

A. Your husband evidently had 
a -disability rating from the Vet- 
erans' administration which like- 
ly was wiped ouj; by the economy 
aot of 1833. Suggest that he con- 
tact his nearest office of the Vet- 
erans' administration for a new 
disability rating. 



Draft Boards Stop 
Employment Aid 

Requests Transferred 
To USES Under New 
White House Plan 

' Local draft boards were notified 
last week by the State Selective 
Service Headquarters that the 
draft system can no longer assist 
veterans in obtaining new employ- 
ment. 

Ex-servicemen who have al- 
ready contracted for jobs through 
Selective Service will be referred 
to U. S. Employment Service of- 
fices for final processing. 

The notification was sent out in 
accordance with the reorganiza- 
tion plan, formulated by President 
Truman, which recently trans- 
ferred the employment functions 
of the Selective Service system to 
the USES. 

Statement Issued 

State Director of the Selective 
Service, Lt. Col. Henry M. Gross, 
stated: 

"Local boards have further been 
instructed to furnish to the ap- 
propriate officials of the USES a 
list of the names and addresses of 
all employers who have placed job 
orders with the Selective Service 
System, including those having 
currently unfilled orders. 

"The transfer of employment 
functions to , USES," he added, 
"does not affect the responsibil- 
ity of the Selective Service Sys- 
tem to assist veterans in obtain- 
ing resoration to their former 
posiions."

Benefits Increase 
For Vets In July 

VA Report Says Some 
Applicants Decline 
For Same Period 

Veterans' educational and train- 
ing benefits increased in the Phila- 
delphia area during July, medical 
applications tended to level off, 
while pension applications dropped 
sharply as compared to June. 

According to the monthly re- 
port of Veterans Administration 
activities ni the eight counties of 
Southeastern Pennsylvania releas- 
ed by the Veterans Administration 
Regional Office, the number of 
veterans receiving education and 
on-the-job training under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights increased 6,205 
during the month to anew high of 
44,395. Another 4,834 veterans 
having service-connected disability 
arc receiving rehabilitation ben- 
efits in schools or on-the-job 
training. 

Pensions Rise 

Disability pension payment 
within the region rose to an ac- 
cumulated high at 52,769 during 
the month of July, while new 
applications dropped sharply by 
28% as compared to June, 1946. 

Veterans applications for hos- 
pital or domiciliary care increased 
during the past month from the 
June total of 1,753 to the July 
total of 2,138, an increase of 385 
cases. 

A slight reduction took place in 
the number of veterans awaiting 
admissions to hospitals, resulting 
in the July total of 1,647 cases of 
whom all but one suffered from 
non-service-connected disorders.

Vets May Compete 
For Appointments 

Fifty-four enlisted men from 
the Army Air Forces will be select- 
ed to compete for appointments 
to the United States Military 
Academy in the year 1947, AAF 
Headquarters announced this 
week. 

Applications must be made 
through military channels to the 
Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces, and must be received not 
later than August 30 of this year. 

To qualify for a Military 
Academy appointment, an enlisted 
man must be a citizen of the 
United States, unmarried, physi- 
cally and mentally fit, and must 
have completed one full year of 
active enlisted service- as of July 
1, 1B47. He must be at least 19 
years old and must not have passed 
his 22iid birthday, unless he has 
served at least one full year in the 
armed forces at the time he makes 
application, in which case he is 
eligible if he has not passed his 
24th birthday. 

Preparatory training will be 
given applicants, and a competi- 
tive examination will be held on 
March 4, 1947. Successful candi- 
dates will enter the Military 
Academy the following July.

War Surplus Sales
